HORSE PURCHASERS vol Si 
REQUIRE LICENSE 


It has come to the attention of the 
provincial department of agriculture 
that there has been some misunder- 
standing, and, in certain cases, some 
evasion of the operation of the Pro- 
duce Merchants’ Act, with respect to 
the purchase of ‘horses pcre the 
province for resale.
